Most  persons  think  that  tile  reason  why  the  West  end  ot  London  or  New 
York  i*  more  fashionable  than  the  East,  is  nothing  more  tlmn  the  topograph¬ 
ical  figuration  of  the  capital  But  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Pans  has  pro¬ 
nounced  this  opinion  to  be  a  delusion,  as  w  e  learu  from  an  article  in  the  Lon- 

donJAthen^um.  .  ,  .  L  *  .  .  „  •  v- 

In  the  first  place,  it  appears  that  it  i£  not  only  at  Loudon,  but  at  I  ans.  '  1- 
enna  Berlin,  Turin.  St.  Petersburg!!,  and  almost  every  other  capital  in  Eu- 
ropt._at  Lie^e,  Caen,  Montj*elier.  T  >ulouse.  and  several  other  large  towns— 

*  wherever,  inlact.  there  are  not  great  local  obstacles— the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitants  u(>  group  themselves  to  the  west  is  almost  as  strongiv 
marked  as  in  the  -great  metrofolis."  In  tli^  second  pftce,  at  Pompeii  an-1 
other  ancient  ttivt  ns,  thY  >.ime  thing  may  btf  noticed  ;  and  id  the  third  place, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitates  an  increase  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  ceases,  houses  spread  toward  the  west. 
This  last  fact  mav.  it  is  state  i,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  and  to  a 

*  certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh.  .  j  .  ' 

When,  then,  all  cities  and  town*  have  their  best  districts  lin  the  west,  it  is 
prettv  clear  that  the  cause  of  it  must  be  some  general  law  entirely  distinct 
’  from 'local  situation.  What  is  that  law  ?  -It  arises  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure,"  answers  the  Academy  of  Science.  -Whe*  the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  and  pernicious  emanations  rapidly  evaporato  in  space.  In  the 
contrary  case  we  see  that  smoke  and  pernicious  vapors  remain  in  apartments 
and  on  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Now  ,  every  one  knows  that  -i-t  all  w  ind*.  that 
which  causes  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  column  is  that  of  the 
east,  aud  that  which  low  ers  the  most  G  the  west.  When  the  latter  blows,  it 
has  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  easterd  pari  of  the  u-*n  all 
the  deleterious  gases  which  it  meets  in  its  passage  o\er  t tie  "*-*tera  part*.  It 
results  from  that  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  eastern  part  C*l  the  town  have  to 
support  not  oolv  their  ow  n  snjoke  and  miasma,  bdt  tho*e  of  the  w  estern  part 
of  the  io*ji,  br«’>ught  to  them  by  the  «e‘t  wind*. 

-When,  oil  the  con  rarv.the  east  w  ind  blowwi  it  purifie-  the  air  by  causing 
to  ascen-i  the,  perniciofts  emanations  which  it  cannot  dnve  to  the  west. 
Consequently,  the  inhabilantoU^  the  west  receive  pure  air  fri-m  whatever  part 
of  the  h  or  ixon  it  may;  arrive  ;“d  it  may  be  added  that,  as  the  west  winds 
are  those  which  nv-st  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  firs:  to  receive  the  air 
pure  and  as  it  arrives  from  the  country."  i. 

After  thus  explaining  wliY  the  western  parts  are  the  tba  Academy 

makes  these  recommendations  r  ’  ■  . 

1.  Tliat  persons  w  ho  have  thbjih^rty  of  choice,  an-1  esj^cially  tho^  of 
delicate  hea  th,  should  reside  in  the/ western  parta  of  the  towns. 

*A  That  all  establishments  from  which  emanate  pen.icioa*  vapors  and 

gases  should  be  placed  in  the  east.  _  •  J 

3.  That  in  building  a  house  in  s  town,  and  «ven  in  the  country,  the  kitchen 
and  other  dependencies  from  which  pernicious  emanations  may  arise  should 
b^placed  to  the  easL  The  itu-mkrs  of  the  Academy  who  have  announced 
/the  preceding  discovery  ,  and  made  the  preceding  recommeodatious  are,  all 
of  them,  of  Euro  [.►can  reputation  as  .samara.
